EDWARD ALBEE’S “An 
American Dream” 'will be the 
semeiter's first Experimental 
Theatre production. Directed by 
Myra Holtzman, the play will be 
given Friday through Sunday In 
Studio A of Lisner Auditorium 
at 8:30 p.m. 

Miss Holtzman chose “An 
American Dream” because she 
feels that it has best developed 
the theatre of the absurd 
concept. She claims that no one 
in the play is as he appears to be, 
and that Albee has skillfully 
developed the contradictions 
and disparities of each character 
throughout the drama. 

“I found this play 
particularly appealing because of 
Albee’s approach to the 
Inconsistancies of middle class 
values. It’s as If he wants to get 
one foot In the door before he 
attacks It. Once Inside, his 
complete contempt for middle 
class family life Is well brou^ 
out,” she explains. 

In the preface to the play, 
written In 1961, Albee states, 
“And just what 1s the content of 
“American Dream” (a comedy, 
yet) that so upset these 
guarilans of public morality? 
The play Is an examination of 
the American Scene, an attack 
on the substitution of artificial 
for real values In our society, a 
condemnation of complancency.

The benefit of these recent events is that 
students are now aware of the shortcomings 
of the Hearing Committee on Student Affairs. 
That judicial body is generally empowered 
with only appellate jurisdiction. What is 
needed now, is a judicUd board with 'original 
jurisdiction. Since it is Sherburne who will be 
working on setting up such procedures, he 
will also be more aware of the shortcomings 
of the Hearing Committee, and of the 
difficult situations that can result. 

For the entire University, it will be a 
learning experience. 


It will always be uncommon for an 
administrator to admit to a mistake, but it is a 
courage that deserves encouragement and 
commendation. 

If one fact has been painfully clear in the 
last few days, it is that some procedural 
guarantees, embodied in due process, are 
imperative. Kramer was unsure of his rights; 
Sherburne was unsure of Kramer’s rights aiid 
of his own authority to act. It was confusing 
to students and administrators alike, whether 
the Elections Committee, the Deans’ Council 
or Sherburne as administrator had jurisdiction 
in this case.

GW's Lack of Funds 


Irresponsible, In€u:tive Board Nailed

‘THE REAL SUCCESS of 
the fiind raishig campaign on 
which so much hin^ Is 
dependent upon the extent to 
whlcb the bo^ of trustees (sic) 
exsrcisss its full portfolio of 
rs^mnaiblllties, and especially 
that one Involving the 
acquialtioo, conaervatlon and 
davelopment of resources.” 

The pteceeding statement is a 
quote from the Evaluation 
Report of The George 
Wafetington University for The 
Commission on Institutions of 
Higher Education for the Middle 
States Amociation of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools The 
report was written In February 
of 1967 prior to the 
Amociatlon’s decision on GW’s 
accieditktion. 

As we contended a few weeks 
ago, the Board’s chief Job is to 
raise money. According to the 
study, It is the critical function. 
The moat recently pubiiclxed 
financial controversy was that 
over the University Center fee. 
The “solution” offered by Vice 
President of the Student 
Assembly, David Berz, Is to 
redistribute the cost and 
penalise the faculty In addition 
to the students and nominally 
sawsB the administration. 

But Berz has chosen to 
follow In the footsteps of the 
Ineffective, ad hoc method of 
solving problems, that is, 
treating the symptons and 
ignoring the disease. The bet 
still remains that the Office of 


Resources does not come up 
with funds for the 
undeigndusto school, and not 
very much more for the graduate 
schools. 

And the overwhelming fact 
remaiiu that tbs Board of 
Trustaea, with all their "efforU” 
to become more in touch with 
the University, .has not yet 
proved themselves able to fulfill 
their primary function, to 
attract n»ney. 

“Should the Impending 
campaign to collect resources for 
the phmned development fail by 
a wide margin, the University 
will probably not be able to 
recoup its loases in internal spirit 
and iMve for aiMther academic 
genemtion.” 

In the case of the Board, what 
are (he reasons for thair obvious 
bilure to produce, .a faihiie' 
which will have such eerious 
conaequeuaes? Certain statistics 
provided.by the report shed tight 
on the question.. 

The report states, . “An 
analysis of the attendance 
records of the tiustaes suggsets 
that several individual meniiers 
are uninterested or tack the time 
and that the board as a board is 
not nearly u effective as It 
should' be.” The figures they 
refer to (out of an active 
membership of about 36) are as 
follows: January 1966--17; 

March 1966-17; October 
1966--22; January 1967 
(meeting at which football was 
abollshed)-24. 

A further breakdown 
provides even more Insight. Only 


six members' attended all four 
meetings; nine members 
attended throe out of four; three 
members attended two meetings; 
nlTM rrembers attended only one 
meeting; and four members 
attended no meetings at all. Says 
the report; ‘The conciuslon can 
also be drawn that leas than one 
half the board fersfely Interested 
in the Unhrerrity or at hast in 
exercising their responsibnites 
towards IL” 

Of course, that was two years 
ago. What has happened fence 
then? It Is difficult (o be spie. 
Comparable figures of 
attendance have been deciared 
either “confidential or 
irrelevant” by Board Chairman 
E.K. Morris. We should say that 
both President Elliott and 
Cfaainnan Moirti have sKpieased 
the belief that attendance figures
